Two 
elderly wo men seated near the 
fro nt were kno cked do wn and 
sav ed fro m po ssible death by a 
firem an, o ff du ty . 
Hu ndreds o f balco ny patro ns 
filed do wn a fire escape into 47 th 
street 
after 
ano ther fireman, 
also o ff du ty , had called u po n 
them to keep their wits. 
The fire started o n the stage, 
licked acro ss the fo o tlights into 
the o rchestra pits and first few 
ro ws o f the au dito riu m. 
The 
dam age was estim ated at $5 0,- 
000, a great part o f which was 
fro m w ater po u red u po n the 
stage by firemen. 
So phie Tu cker, billed as “the 
last o f the red ho t mammas,” 
had ju st finished her act, which 
co nclu ded the first half o f the 
v au dev ille perfo rmance. The o lio 
cu rtain had been dro pped, and 
Miss Tu cker sto o d befo re it, tak ­ 
ing bo ws, when flames, giv en 
wings by a back stage draft, sho t 
u p o ne side o f the cu rtain and 
blew o u t to ward the au dience.

and assu red the au dience there 
was no danger.

The incertitude about the fu­ 
ture, they say , weig hs so heav ily 
up on business and industry th a t 
an ecomonic recov ery is imp os­ 
sible. 
The late Gustav Stresem ann’s 
words in the Reichstag up on his 
return from the Hag ue confer­ 
ence, where the Young Plan was 
finally intitialed, are recalled. 
Stresem ann then left no doubt 
in his hearer’s minds th a t no­ 
body in Germ any could g uaran­ 
tee the fulfillment of the p lan. 
W hat Germ any now w ants is 
something which its sig ners are 
conv inced can be fulfilled. H it­ 
ler has said ag ain and ag ain 
th at his p arty would not s i g n 
any thing th a t it could not g uar­ 
antee to fulfill. Bruening has 
p leaded for a settlem ent of the 
rep aratiop s issue th a t ‘ rest up ­ 
on v erity and clear recog nition 
of facts.” The Social Democrats 
p rotest ag ainst -unbearable bur­ 
dens.”

In con siderin g the question of givin g in de­ 
pen den ce to the Philippin es, it is essen tial that 
we put ourselves straight on the facts before we 
start arguin g. 
The origin s of this kn otty little problem often 
seem obscure, an d it is easy to get con fused about 
them. A little ex amin ation of the record of his­ 
tory would make man y of the curren t argumen ts 
more valuable. 
Secretary of War Hurley , appearin g before a 
Sen ate committee the other day , made the fol­ 
lowin g remark about the in depen den ce issue: 
“I believe the respon sibilities assumed by the 
Un ited States when it destroy ed the soverign ty 
of Spain have n ot been fulfilled, an d that the in ­ 
depen den ce of the Philippin es should be given 
when certain con dition s have been performed 
which assure the stability of the govern men t 
when it is established.” 
It is the first clause of th at remark that de­ 
serves a little thought. W hat are those respon ­ 
sibilities? More importan t, how did we happen 
to assume them? 
We took the Philippin es by force, an d we took 
them because somebody at Washin gton decided 
th at it would be n ice if we had some islan d 
possession s in the Orien t. We were fightin g 
Spain — osten sibly an y how — to free Cuba, an d 
the ex act way in which kickin g the Span iard out 
of the Philippin es helped to set the Cuban s free 
is somethin g n o on e has ever ex plain ed satis­ 
factorily . 
The Filipin os didn ’t wan t us at the time. We 
had n o busin ess goin g n ear them, on ce Dewey 
had sun k the Span ish Asiatic fleet. In order to 
possess the islan ds we had to fight the n ative in ­ 
habitan ts a lot harder than we had to fight the 
Span iards. 
An d after gain in g possession , we 
.promised solemn ly that we would give them their 
in depen den ce. 
Rememberin g those facts ought to clear thin gs 
up a bit. It would remin d us that our “respon ­ 
sibilities” are thin gs that we shouldered of our 
own accord, over the objection of every body con ­ 
cern ed; an d chief amon g them would seem to be 
the respon sibility for makin g the Filipin os in ­ 
depen den t. 


MACHINE AGE EVILS 
As the world grows richer in material thin gs, 
it seems to grow poorer spiritually . We are de­ 
pen din g too much upon our machin e age. 
Men n ever had so much, th at we call comfort, 
as they have today , when average men have con ­ 
ven ien ces, comforts an d even lux uries th at kin gs 
an d emperors did n ot have in olden times. 
The modern man has in ven ted won derful m a­ 
chin es, dug deep tun n els, erected high buildin gs 
in large cities, an d y et what has this city - 
machin e age produced? We sometimes won der 
if this age, with its clan g an d ban g, n oise, rush 
an d push for success, society thrills an d adven ­ 
ture — its organ ized every thin g — is n ot in dan ­ 
ger of becomin g a set of high grade moron s an d 
n eurotics. 
Today civilization has its passion for speed, 
for short cuts, its crowd-life, crowd-thin kin g, 
crowd-pleasures that causes an abn ormally stim ­ 
ulated race. 
The man of olden times had an opportun ity 
to thin k. The shepherd with his flock ben eath 
the stars, had time for soliloquy an d meditation . 
He was by himsellf. He looked up at the stars 
an d down in to himself — his life, all life—an d 
won dered what it was all about. He was a thin k­ 
er an d a dreamer. 
Today men depen d upon machiries to do their 
work an d to do their thin kin g. An d worst of all, 
upon somethin g en tirely apart from themselves 
for amusemen t.
